WASHINGTON. Aug. 31.—While con-| 


gress got down to \vork today on Prcs- ' 
Ident Wilson's legislative program to 
present, the railway -strike, the presi- 
dent himself renewed his efforts to get 
the brothcrhood^'lcaders to recall their 
strike order ana at the same time took 
etcps to hurry congress along. He sum- 
moned the brotherhood leaders to t\\p 
White House for two o'clock ;ind made 
arrangements lo go to the capltol to 
confer with administration leaders. 


The president expects that the action 


of tho railroads in issuing embargo or- 
ders against perishable freight, 
thus 


afCecting food, will have some effect In 
quickening action by congress. 


President Redouble* Efforts 


Statements of brotherhood leaders 


that if tho eight hour law is passed by 
the house Saturday night, the strike 
order will be rescinded, lead the presi- 
dent to redouble- his efforts to have the 
measure rushed. 


Besides that, the president lakes, the 


position that it is the patriotic duty of 
brotherhoods leaders to rescind or post- 
pone the strike in view of hLs recom- 
mendations to congress and the efforts 
being made to act upon them. 


While President Wilson will continue

WASHINGTON. Aug. 3!.—Congress 


put nil other affairs aside today and 
rlevotod 
itself 
to enacting President 


"Wilson's legislative program to avert 
the railroad strike. 


But the. president, overlooking 
no 


possible means to prevent the threat- 
ened public calamity, did not depend on 
congress alone, and continued unceas- 
ingly his efforts to get the Brother- 
hood heads to postpone their strike 
order. 


Just before noon the president went 


to the-capitol and conferring with the 
leaders, urged them on to Ihrj speed 
necessary to get the hills through the 
legislative mnchinery nf house and sen- 
ate before Saturday night. Then, return- 
ing to' iiie White House ho called the 
four Brotherhood heads before him for 
.•mother, appeal to delay their strike 
v.-hile congress, by la\v, provides what 
the railroads have refused. 
Although 


the Brotherhood leaders reiterated that 
only 
a "favorable settlement" could 


delay Iht" strike, and that they were 
powerless to postpone it. one of them 
admitted he believed the rank and file 
of the men. in view of the efforts be- 
ing made in congress, would vote to 
delay it if there wero time for t'n 
to express their wishes. 


Out of that, out of proposals to 


have congress pa^s a resolution ask- 
ing the men to delay, and out of many 
other indications coming from the very 
Inside of the situation, 
there 
came- 


r.gain the indefinable intimation • that 
the strike could he prevented if con- 
gress by Saturday night pass not ac- 
tually enacted the president's program 
but has it on the way. 


Back of it all, President Wilson 


was holding another card—a direct ap- 
peal to the rank and Tile of the rail- 
road men to realize that congress is 
about to give them what they ask and 
to stay at their posts. 


The" 
president ^vas still determined 


today to do this, if necessary, hut was 
h o p e f u l 
1 that It would not be. 


"\Vliile-.the.scnate interstate com- 


merce committee was hearing the rail- 
road heads and the brotherhood lead- 
ers the house managers got into action 
and agreed on a bill, introduced by 
representative Adamson and approved 
by President Wilson, 
providing the 


eight hour day, pro-ra.ta pay for over- 
time anil a commission to investigate 
the new conditions. 
They planned to 


rush it through while Hie senate wa.\ 
•working. 
It did not include the com- 


pulsory investigation features of the 
president's program, but there were in- 
dications that he would 
bo 
satisfied 


with enough to prevent the men from 
striking and take up the remainder 
Inter. 
Meanwhile employers and men had a 


public hearing on the president's legis- 
lative program tioforc the senate in- 
terstate commerce committee. 
The 


rcv?n opposi-ii the compulsory investi- 
gation f e a t u r e P.r'.d the employers op- 
pcsc-t tl'.e eight hour day.

that the employes "had given no as- 
surnnces of any kind." 


The brotherhood leaders are reluc- 


tant to lake steps lo cancel the strike 
order until congress has acted.

to be downright impressive while tell- 
ing the most absurd fairy story imag- 
inable, so impressive in fact that when 
a near-thrill is approached the kid- 
dies sort of cuddle up till the 
giant 


goes by or the kidnapped baby is low- 
ered gracefully' frotn the moon. 
The 


art of story telling is a. precious one 
of which but few can boast and Miss 
Mahoney is one of the few. To see her 
sitting on the green closely -surround- 
ed by two or three hundred wide-eyed, 
open-mouthed children Is a sight not 
soon to be forgotten and if you should 
attempt to attract her attention after 
a story or two had been told tho kirls 
would give you blnclc looks enourli to 
do you for the remainder of your life.

This supply 
would probably 


last the woman nearly a year, but she 
thought that she should purchase it 
all at once to prevent herself 
from 


running short. A great demand, sim-

of flour Immediately.

of the dealers are 
as yet giving the 


matter any grave concern: They ad- 
mit that it is serious and that some 
small things might run out in a few 
days, but with a change of diet here 
and there, Loweliites would not suffer 
very much for, perhaps, two weeks. A 
strike that continued more tlmn two 
weeks, however, would cause suffering 
In most every department. 


Lowell dealers 
have 
foreseen 
the 


probability of a 
railroad strike 
and 


many have enough food now on hand 
to last them for several weeks. Tills 
includes articles that are easy to get 
and that will keep for some time. The 
question of a great 
demand on 
the 


stock now in their hands is also being 
considered by local merchants. In the 
event of a strike that appears to be 
serious, the quantity that will be sold 
to one party will undoubtedly be lim- 
ited so that others will not be made 
to suffer. This will apply to flour and 
other necessaries that will be difficult 
to procure. 


There is no cause, as slated before, 


for immediate alarm and it is unnec- 
essary for Lowell housewives to call 
up their grocer 
today, 
or tomorrow, 


and ask for a large order of flour, or 
sugar or anything else. This was done 
by one woman today. 
Hearing that 


a strike was liable to cause a 
food 


famine, she immediately telephoned a 
local grocer and Inquired if It would 
not be advisable to have two or three 
barrels of flour delivered to her home 
immediately, in order to avert running 
short. This supply 
would 
probably 


last the woman nearly a year, but she 
thought that she should purchase It 
all at once to prevent herself from 
running short. A great demand, sim- 
ilar to what actions 
like the above 


would cause, would make a shortage 
of flour immediately. 


Increase, It Is finid, will not bo due to 
strike 
talk, but 
the producers are 


complaining that grain has gone up 
and they cannot supply milk to whole- 
sale dealers for the same price. 


A prominent milk dealer of Dracut 


said that the milk contracts of the 
various milk dealers 
and milk pro- 


ducers will expire Oct. I and at that 
time the price of milk per can will 
be raised from between 40 and 42 cents 
to 4S cents. 
The increase in tho cost 


of production is due to the fact that 
grain and meal have advanced. 
Corn 


meal has advanced from $1.50 to $2.05 
a bay. 


The milk dealers also argue that in 


other cities milk is being sold at a 
higher price than In Lowell. 
For 


instance. In Boston milk Is worth 10 
cents per quart, while in Haverhill 
the price was raised last July from 
8 to 9 cents. 
In Lawrenco milk re- 


tails at S and 9 cents per quart.

There are some perishable things, 


beef for instance, that will be short 
even if there is no strike at all. By 
short It is not meant that people will 
not be able to have beef to cat. At
